Payments ot Income Taxes 


Under Old and New Laws 


Washington, February 24.—(#)— 
More than $200,000,000 of the tax 
saving proposed for this year in the 
new revenue bill will go to the per- 
sonal income tax payers. 

All of the income rates are slashed 
and in addition the personal exemp- 
tions are increased from $1,000 to 
$1,500 for single persons and from 
$2,500 to $3,500 for married persons. 
The amount of income on which the 

per cent credit for “earned in- 
come” may be applied is increased 
from $10,000 to $20,000. The allow- 
ance in the present law of a $400 
exemption for each child under 18 
years old is retained. 

The effect of the bill in the amount 
of income tax to be paid by a mar- 
riel man with no dependents on the 
net income, exclusive of the personal 
exemption credits, as compared with 
the tax paid under the present law, 
is shown in the following table.

To any 
objection which may continue to exist, I 
would say that both by provisions of the 
law and by moral obligations to refund 
these monies, the people of these counties 
have been induced to bond themselves and 
construct these ruads to be enjoyed hy all 
the counties of the state. Personally, I 
had rather coutinue in the mud, let Georgia 
become backward—even the laughing stock 
of the nation in its lack of progress, if 
this be necessary to maintain the honor 
of the state. As a matter of fact, there 
will be no great loss, if any at all, in 
refunding these monies. It will but place 
all the counties on an equality. Much of 
the monies will be immediately expended 
in more and better paving and schools. 
Some apprehension is felt that the big city 
counties will receive an undue portion of 
these refunds. ‘There are only five or six 
of these counties.

“4. There is a direct relation between 
bonds and progress in the construction of 
durable roads evidenced by the fact that 
only thoge etates which have issued bonds 
have. made any considerable progress in 
the mileage of durable pavements built. 
At the end of 1924 of the surfaced high- 
ways reported 66 per cent were of low 
type, 24 per. cent medium and only 10 
per cent of more durabie form of pare- 
ment. 

“S. The pay-as-you-go policy is having 
two principal effects. First, they tend to 
an increase of inadequate types of surfac- 
ing, and second they force upon the coun- 
ties bond issues. In 24 states which have 
no state bond issues, upwards of one-half 
billion of county bonds have been issued 
im five years. 

“7. The financing of the state highway 
program through contribution from the 
counties is wrong in principle and will 
| cost the public more in the end. 

“10. The state highway department 
shonid be financed without recourse to 
county contributions and a greater.  per- 
centage of highway funds should be ex- 
pended in more durabie construction."’ 

Mr. McDonald's views are perfectly re- 
flected by a road map of Georgia which 
demonstrates absolutely that the contribu- 
tion from counties does not provide a con- 
nected system which Georgia laws require. 
Up to 1925 no two county sites were con- 
i nected. 
Economy In Quantity. 
| I}linois is considered the standard for 
State system of paved highways. That 
state completed 3,221 miles of primary pav- 
ing in three years. Frank I. Sheets, chief 
highway engineer, a letter dated Feb- 
ruary 10, 2925, says: ‘‘Rapidity of con- 
| struction makes possible cheaper price per 
mile than if only a small program were 
built each year.’’ Sureiy no more reliable 
authority can be found on the question at 
issue. 

And now, finally, what is the general as- 
sembly to do with this vital matter? What 
is the logical. commonsense, statesmaniike 
position to take? What is involved in this 
question ? What is the record? In the 
past few months the people of JZ1 counties 
have been given a chance to express them- 
selyes on the question of voting bonds to 
build roadd, of bonding themselves, involv- 
ing ad valorem taxes. With a single ex- 
ceptiou they voted bonds so overwhelming- 
ly as to be practically unanimous. The dis- 
tinguished representative of the one ex- 
ceplional county advises me that his peo- 
ple were not oppuséd to bonds but decided 
to await the state bond issue. So we 
can say that the people are overwhelm- 
ingly for road bonds, Again, I have made 
|public addresses to citizens representative 
of the towns and the country in 25 counties. 
In 20 of these a poll was taken, and the 
program I have submitted to you was ap- 
proved by rising votes, practically unani- 
mous-—-In a majority of instances not a 
man failing to indorse it. I haven't the 
Slightest doubt that when it is explained 
that no taxes ad valorem is involved in this 
state issue of bonds; that they are to be 
retired from gasoline and tag taxes only, 
an overwhelming majority of the people of 
the state will be recorded in its favor. 
Then why should not the general assembly 
[allow the sovereign people of thia state 
ito vote on this state-wide question? You 
; would by this act vindicate the. democratic 
jmajority rule which is the foundation of 
jour government. The ballot would be taken 
at the regular November election and would 
invelve practically no expense. You are 
not asked to saddle a new system upon 
the people. You are asked simply to let 
the people speak for themselves, declaring 
by their own volce whether they wish to 
adopt a new system. ‘This is the only way 
under ‘our law that the people can be given 
an opportunity to speak. Having in mass 
meetings in 20 counties and in elections in 
21 counties spoken s0 ominously and ro 
unanimously approved the principle of bonds 
for roads, how can a refusal to submit the 
matter to the people be justified, living 
a3 we do under a government based 
the majority rule? Jf back home you should 
feel constrained to oppose bonds you ean 
with perfect consistency vote here to sub- 
mit the issue tv a vote of the majority of 
the people. I am not asking you to vote 
for bonds here and against bonds back 
home, as a critic of mine, by an unfair 
deduction, has charged. I am asking you 
here, a8 a representative of the people, 
to vote simply and solely to submit the 
matter to a tialority vote of the sovereign 
people of this state under the democratic 
rue, leaving you perfectly free as a citizen 
to vote your own convictions back home. If 
this matter involved a moral issue or if 
a vicious proposition were suggested, the 
situation would be different. ‘The plan can 
not justly be termed vicious in principle 
when youd people in every county where 
they have been given av opportunity to ex- 
press themselves have practically wunani- 
mously approved the principle. The plan is 
Almost identical with that now in force 
ju North Carolina working such 
dented wonders in that great state, and, 
therefore, it could not be vicious, and if 
not vicious why not let the people settle 
it? Year by year more and more people 
advocate bonds. More and more they see 
Kovernmental units and commercial en- 
terprises use their eredit for great construc- 
tive programs by veting bonds, As a matter 
Jot fact, this question arises every year, 
jxod it will continue to arise.

The Growth of High Schools 


BY DR. J. S. STEWART. 


The Civil war 
destroyed most 
acudemies, 


and reconstruction

In 1904 there were only 
J4 graduates from the eleven four-year 


accredited schools in Georgia. <A gen- 
eration or two grew up with only 
meager elementary education, except 
for a few. We were becoming a three 
R people in the main. That fall there 
{were 50 men enrolled in the fresh- 
| man class at the state university. In 
1920 there were 4,024 graduates from 
‘the accredited four-year schools. In 
(1925 there were 8,634 graduates. 
‘There will be over 9,000 graduates in 
(June as the junior classes of Jast 
| year enrolled 10,119 pupils. The total 
‘enrollinent for the year 1924-25 in 
ithe accredited schools was 42,111 pu- 
_pils. There were nearly 24,000 en- 
| rolled in non-accredited two, three 
'and four-year schools. Here is a total] 
'of 66,000 pupils in the high schools 
‘today. Compare this with 4,500 en- 
rolled in 1904. 

Albany issued bonds for $&25.000 
iabout 16 years ago to erect the first 
separate high school building. 
school pupils were usually so few in 


Iment of high schools during the Jast 
~0 years in Georgia. 

The high school was not in the 
constitution of 1877. Taxes in county 
and state could be used for irstrue- 
tion in the “elements of an English 
education only.” ‘These limitations 
have been stricken from the constitu- 
tion by the Persons and Stovall! 
amendments. Education again jin- 
cludes the whole range of education in 
its scope. 

In 1904 we advocated a state bonus 
to ail rural pupils to attend the ac- 
credited schools. This plea was con- 
tinued until in 1919 the Barrett-Rog: 
ers act was passed, setting aside $100,- 
000 a year for high school aid and 
consolidation of schools. The legis- 
lature in 1925 increased this fund to 
$300,000 a year. ’ 
_In these six years since the adop- 
tion of this act over 60 additional 
counties have succeeded in maintain- 
ing accredited schools. The door of 
opportunity has been opened to thou- 


sands of rural youth, but the door 1s 


istill shut to thousands.
